Mill Valley Favors 
Flood Control Zone 
Mill Valley councilmen last night 
teetered on the brink of passing 
a resolution asking formation of a 
Richardson Bay flood control zone. 
But they didn’t quite go over. 
Only the absence of City Atty. 
Thomas Nelson, present earlier in 
the meeting, deterred the council 
from picking up Mayor Gordon 
Strawbridge's motion. Counci l 
opinion favored the move, but 
members hesitated to adopt the 
formal resolution—which has been 
in city files lor three years—until 
it can be checked by Nelson. 
Since Councilman Otto Von Seg- 
gern was acting as chairman pro 
tern, Strawbridge was in a posi­ 
tion to offer the motion. It bogged 
down twice in hesitancy over the 
legal aspect. 
The action was sparked by a 
presentation by Ralph Groves of 
the Éichardson Bay Flood Control 
Zone Study Committee and Super­ 


visor Vera Schultz. The council 
was noticeably i m p r e s s e d by 
Groves’ map of Richardson Bay, 
which showed the narrow limits 
of the Saucelito Canal, only water­ 
way guaranteed, against fill; ex­ 
panse of privately owned tidelands 
which may be filled, and fill op­ 
erations now under way. 
Formation of the zone, he main­ 
tained, is the only way by which 
right of eminent domain over these 
private tidelands can be declared 
and deposit of auto bodies and 
other fill can be stopped. 
Supervisor Schultz also urged 
haste. 
“There is an urgency to preserve 
the tidelands . . . that would be 
the main benefit of forming the 
zone,” Mrs. Schultz said. 
Even if the proposed tidal bar­ 
rier proved too expensive, she said, 
the citizens could at least preserve 
the natural boundaries of the bay. 


“This amounts to a complete 
change of policy on the part of 
the council,” said Von Seggern. 
“We’re forced to it, it seems to 
me,” replied Strawbridge. 
Concern over the damming ef­ 
fect of the fill being deposited by 
George Kappas near the mouth of 
Richardson Bay was one of the 
chief reasons for the change, 
councilmen indicated. 
Kappas’ project will lop 16 acres 
off a portion of lower Richardson 
Bay proposed as a seaplane base 
and park site, according to Mrs. 
Schultz. 
Possibility that the federal gov­ 
ernment will spend $70,000 on a 
survey of feasibility of the Urqu- 
hart tidal barrier plan also 
“changes things,” according to 
Councilman A1 Giesecke. 
The council last year voted $3,500 
for a preliminary study and earlier

Mrs. Rusl Will New Private School 
Run For County Planned For Marin 
School Board 
Mrs. George Rust of Kentfield, 
vice chairman of the Tam-Drake 
Education Council, announced to­ 
day she will run for election to the 
county board of education from 
the Second Trustee District, which 
includes all of central Marin from 
Lagunitas Valley through Lark- 
spur-Corte Madera. 
Mrs. Rust has been active for 
the past 12 years in the Kentfield 
and Drake Parent-Teachers Assns. 
and represents the latter at Tam 
board of trustee meetings. 
During ihe recent bond elections, 
Mrs. Rust took an active part as 
treasurer of the Tam-Drake Coun­ 
cil, but she is more widely known 
for the information manual which 
she wrote for speakers and pre­ 
cinct workers. 
Since 1940, when the Rusts mov­ 
ed to IJarin County from Cerro 
de Pasco, Peru, Mrs. Rust has 
maintained an interest in educa­ 
tional activities. During the war, 
she helped to found the Junior 
Theater of Marin. 
In 1944, when her elder child 
reached kindergarten age, Mrs. 
Rust, with Mrs. Harold Fletcher, 
organized a kindergarten which 
was taken over the next year by 
the Kentfield School. “I am amus­ 
ed now,” she says, “to think of 
how we worried about meeting the 
required average daily attendance 
of 10; today the kindergarten’s at­ 
tendance is well over 80.” 
Mrs. Rust is a director of the 
Marin Committee for the Public 
Schools; she served on the plan­ 
ning committee for the recent 
Marin Conference on Education; 
she is active in the San Anselmo 
League of Women Voters’ educa­ 
tion workshops and, several years 
ago, conducted a Red Cross pro­ 
gram for bed-ridden children. 
Born Alee Ann Clark in Winnet- 
ka, 111., Mrs. Rust was graduated 
from the North Shore Country 
Day School. She attended Smith 
College and the University of Chi­ 
cago, where she graduated in 1935 
with a B.S. in geology. She is mar­ 
ried to a geologist for the Kenne- 
cott Copper Corp. 
Before settling in Marin, the 
Rusts lived in Illinois. Texas and 
New Mexico, #as well as Peru. 
They have two children, one in the 
eighth grade at the A. E. Kent 
School, the other a Junior at Drake 
High.

County To Take

Row To Court 
Legal action will be taken early 
next week against the North Marin 
Water District for its open de­ 
fiance of the county road ordi­ 
nance, Deputy Dist. Atty. Leland 
Jordan said today. 
Jordan said he will file a civil 
complaint requesting the courts to 
declare the rights of the county 
and the water district in the cur­ 
rent controversy. 
The county will also attempt in­ 
junctive action against the district, 
he said.WORK CONTINUES 
Meanwhile, the water district is 
continuing construction of a pipe­ 
line beneth a county road without 
the permisión of the county de­ 
partment of public works. 
Public Work Director Marvin 
Brigham has refused to issue a 
road encroachment permit in view 
of NMWD’s stated repudiation of 
certain sections of the county road 
ordinance. 
Notified by NMWD 'Manager 
Paul Grimes that work is pro­ 
ceeding without county approval, 
the board of supervisors, on Brig­ 
ham’s request, ordered restraining 
action. 
Grimes will not be arrested, 
Jordan said, dispelling gossip that 
predicted this action. “This will be 
a civil case," he said. 
HOPES TO END ROW 
By bringing the matter to the 
courts, the county hopes to resolve 
the dispute of many months be­ 
tween Brigham and Grimes. But 
one informed source who refused 
to be identified predicted that the 
problem will be settled out of 
court. 
NMWD officials have long pro­ 
tested the county ordinance, con­ 
tending it is unfair for a public 
utility district to assume eternal 
responsibility for sections of road 
which the district has dug up and 
later restored. 
They have also criticized many 
other requirements of the ordi­ 
nance, calling them “excessive” 
and “without Ugal basis.” 


Board Orders 
Agreement On 
Tract Policy 
Marin Board of Supervisors to­ 
day ordered the county planning 
commission and the director of 
public works to work out an agree­ 
ment on “normal subdivision con­ 
ditions” with a committee of the 
Construction Industries Council of 
Marin. 
The unanimous action of the 
supervisors was taken after they 
received a complaint from the 
council which has “been advised of 
t^o very serious changes in policy 
of Marin County Planning Com­ 
mission and the director of public 
works.” 
According to a letter to the 
board from C. A. Stevens, vice 
president of the council, the coun­ 
cil objected to a number of re­ 
quirements which the planning 
commission imposes as “normal 
conditions for approval of tenta­ 
tive subdivision maps.” 
These included that the sub­ 
divider get approval of a grading 
plan if more than normal grading 
is contemplated by the subdivider, 
conformance to the planning com­ 
mission’s slope policy, lot design 
be subject to review by the direc­ 
tor of public works, street lighting 
be provided as recommended by 
the director of public works, and 
utilities maps be provided showing 
distribution of water, electricity, 
gas, telephone and sanitation sys­ 
tems, and showing fire hydrants. 
The council also objected to what 
was described as “imported fill for 
backfilling after installing under­ 
ground utilities required by the de­ 
partment of public works.” 
The board voted 5-0 on the 
motion of Supervisor William Fus- 
selman that the planning commis­ 
sion and the director of public 
works meet with a committee of 
the council to work out the “nor­ 
mal subdivision requirements” as 
an amendment to the subdivision 
ordinance. 


Senate Heads 
For Showdown 
On Farm Prices 


Vote Will Spirt 


On Party Lines; 


Outcome Obscure 


WASHINGTON (U.R) - The 
Senate headed for a showdown 
today on the politically potent 
issue of farm price supports. 
The first Senate vote on an 
omnibus farm bill was sched­ 
uled on wheher to retain ad­ 
ministration backed flexible price 
supports or return to rigid price 
supports at 90 per cent on corn, 
cotton, peanuts and rice. 
It was a party fight, with most 
Democrats favoring 90 per cent 
supports and most Republicans for 
flexible ones. With the Senate 
divided 48 Democrats and 47 Re­ 
publicans, the outcome depended 
upon which leadership could hold 
the more solid line. 
Backers and opponents of high, 
rigid supports both expressed be­ 
lief they would win by a narrow 
margin. But 90 per cent forces 
weren’t as sure now as they were 
a few days ago. They were wor­ 
ried because of pressure brought 
by the White House and the Agri­ 
culture Department for flexible 
supports. 
Some Democratic sources even 
conceded privately that they were 
beaten about 49-45 unless they 
could get some last - minute 
switches. This was in line with the 
prediction of Sen. George D. Aiken 
CR-Vt) that 90 per cent supports 
would be beaten by five to seven 
votes. 
The administration and Demo­ 
cratic price support programs 
stacked up like this as to parity 
percentages and prices:

Corn: 81 per cent—$1.40 per 
bushel. 
Cotton: Not announced. 
Peanuts: Not announced. 
Rice: 75 per cent—$4.04 per cwt.

The administration hasn’t an­ 
nounced its 1956 support programs 
for cotton and peanuts. But Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Ezra T. Ben­ 
son reportedly has promised cot­ 
ton supports at about 87 per cent 
of parity if flexible supports are 
continued.

Gastone Usigli, compose* 
and conductor of th« Marin 
Symphony Orchestra sine® th® 
founding of the Symphony 
Guild in 1952, died suddenly 
last night at his home in San 
Francisco. 
Death, apparently due to a 
heart attack, came shortly after 
Usigli had returned home from 
conducting a program for 
Italy's President G i o v a n n i 
Gronrhi at the Italian Con­ 
sulate. 
Usigli’s wife, Elizabeth, said 
the conductor complained of 
feeling ill so she called the family 
doctor, but Usigli died shortly af­ 
terward. The Usigli home is at 
2240 Larkin street. 
With Usigli’s death, the Sym­ 
phony Guild of Marin Is without 
a conductor. Mrs. John J. McCar­ 
thy, guild president, said, however, 
that the “greatest tribute to Mae­ 
stro Usigli would be a try to carry 
on his work, but who (the new 
conductor) will be we don’t know.1* 
DEEPLY GRIEVED* 
Mrs. McCarthy Issued the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“We are deeply grieved and 
shocked by Maestro Uslgll’s sud­ 
den death. Words fall to expresa 
the magnitude of our respect fat 
this great man, and he was truly 
a great man—a noble soul; a man 
of infinite talents not only for 
music but for aU the arte. Shining 
through all his endeavors was a 
wise compaseionate heart. We pray 
God will bless him always.” 
Born in Venice, Italy, 50 years 
ago, Usigli came to the Bay Area 
in 1928 . . . “simply as a tourirt,” 
he said.

In addition to 
guest appearances with the San 
Francisco Symphony Orchestra, 
where he conducted many of hie 
own compositions, he also conduct­ 
ed the Oakland Symphony and 
founded and directed for three 
years the San Francisco Chambee 
Symphony. 
From 1936 to 1940 he was state 
director of the Federal Music Pro­ 
ject in Los Angeles County and 
in Oakland. He conducted the fleet 
Marin Symphony Guild concert oo 
Dec. 14, 1952. 
The California Society of Com­ 
posers in 1940 made Usigli an hon­ 
orary member for having present­ 
ed numerous American works in 
his conducting career. Ha made a 
tradition of t h u s recognizing 
American composers before moet 
other conductors were willing to 
admit Americans could writ® 
worthwhile music.

Westinghouse 
Peace Hopes 
WASHINGTON (U.R>—The AFL- 
CIO Electrical Workers Union to­ 
day termed “unacceptable” a medi­ 
ation package contract proposal 
for settling its 144-day strike 
againt Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
The union’s answer dashed hopes 
of any immediate settlement of the 
strike, longest major walkout in 
20 years. 
The company had accepted the 
proposal.

President 
James 
B. 
Carey told a news conference that 
the union’s 75-member Westing­ 
house conference board had voted 
unanimously against accepting the 
proposal at a four-hour meeting 
last night. 
Carey said the conference board 
directed.union negotiators to “re­ 
sume negotiations immediately" 
toward a new settlement effort. 
Carey insisted that the union 
action “is not to be considered a 
rejection of* the settlement pro­ 
posal—“so far, it is unacceptable.” 
But Westinghouse said in a 
statement that the union “by re­ 
fusing to accept the recommenda­ 
tions as a package and demanding 
changes has clearly rejected them.” 
The settlement proposal called 
for a five-year contract with a 
minimum wage increase of 25 cents 
an hour over the period and some 
other fringe benefits. 
Carey maintained that, under 
the contract proposal, the company 
might be able to cut wages of 
30,000 workers as much as 37 oents 
an hour as result of time studies 
and shifting of so-called incentive 
workers to set hourly rates. 
Carey said the union conference 
board found a “number of recom­ 
mendations” in the proposal to be 
acceptable. 
But, he said, several “basic rec­ 
ommendations,” Including those 
regarding company time studies, 
“are not clear.”

Rocket Expert Envisions 
'City' On Earth Satellite 
CHICAGO (U.PJ—A rocket expert 
took a long look into the future 
last night and envisioned a city in 
the sky built on a space station big 
enough to house complete families. 
“Imagine the view they would 
have from their living room win­ 
dows,” said Darrell C. Romick of 
the Goodyear Aircraft Corp. 
Romick explained how rockets 
could be used to build a large 
satellite by hooking them together 
after they reached their orbit. 
Rocket bodies could be joined 
together to make a station several 
hundred feet long, Romick said. 
He estimated that 40 months would 
be needed to construct such a sta­ 
tion, starting with a single rocket 
ferry serving as temporary living 
quarters. 
As more rockets are added to 
the station, Romick said, a larger 


shell would be built to “expand 
living and working space.” 
Earth-like living c o n d i t i o n s 
would be attained by fashioning a 
wheel to rotate around the satel­ 
lite, the scientist said. 
“The wheel would develop a syn­ 
thetic gravity effect, thereby pro­ 
viding safe, comfortable living 
accommodations,” he said. “At this 
stage, families of workers should 
be permitted to Join them.”

For 101 Bypass 


SACRAMENTO (U.R)—The As­ 
sembly Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee late yesterday approved the 
expenditure of $6,210,000 for con­ 
struction of the first unit of the 
Redwood bypass of Highway 101 
in Humboldt County. 
The 
committee 
actually 
ap­ 
proved the appropriation of $3,- 
605,000 for purchase of rights of 
way over the entire bypass and 
construction of a four and one- 
half mile section at the northern­ 
most end bypassing the Avenue of 
Giants. The committee suggested 
that the rest of the money should 
come from highway funds. 
Construction of the entire bypass 
was estimated to cost 36 million 
dollars. 
Assemblyman Fr«rik Woiotti (R- 
Eureka) proposed the addition of 
$5,210,000 for construction of the 
first unit and suggested it be paid 
from the parks and highways funds 
on an equal basis.

Green’s imprisonment is “illegal 
and unconstitutional" since state 
law does not provide for a life term 
without possibility of parole. 
Green and John Francis Regan 
were convicted of the murder of 
Policeman Hugh A. Crowley dur­ 
ing a Los Angeles theater holdup 
Jan. 11. 1932. Regan was hanged 
but Green’s death penalty was 
commuted to “life Imprisonment 
without possibility of parole” in 
1934. 
M ajor 
reason for 
commuting 
Green's sentence was based on the 
fact that Regan actually shot the 
officer. 
Under the usual life sentence 
commitment, the Inmate would be 
eligible for parole seven years after 
he was sentenced to prison. The

A long-standing sewer easement 
problem erupted into a legal clash 
last night at a meeting of Sanitary 
District 1 (Ross Valley). 
Wallace Myers, attorney for Mel- 
choir Llnggi of 1904 Sir Francis 
Drake boulevard, Fairfax, said he 
Is going to the courts to get relief 
from the district’s sewer which 
gushes back into the Llnggi home 
and overruns the entire house. 
Art Sherer, manager of the dis­ 
trict, said Llnggi has the alterna­ 
tive of installing an automatic 
pump to pump out the sewage 
into the district line. He said 
Linggi’s house lateral apparently 
does not have enough slope toward 
the district’s line to provide gravity 
flow at all times. 
Linggi is asking the district to 
condemn neighboring land owned 
by Mrs. Mary Garavatti and her 
son, Edgar,, of 2t) Hill avenue. 
Linggi maintains a line through 
the Garavatti property toward Hill 
avenue would solve his problems. 
Richard Bettlnl, attorney for 
the Garavattis, said his clients 
don’t want Lingii’s line running 
through their property because of 


errors made in the installation of 
the Linggi sewer line. 
Two years ago, Linggi filed an 
action 
to 
condemn 
Garavatti’s 
property, and the Garavattis fought 
all the way up to the state Su­ 
preme C ourt ¿ ccording to Bettinl, 
the Supreme Court ruled that 
Linggi must prove the absolute 
necessity of condemning the land.

NEXT TO CHARLIE'S MARKET 
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Bridge Linkup Climaxes Years Of Hope, 
Study, Legislative And Legal Maneuvers 


On Feb. 27, 1953, construction 
equipment moved from the Oak­ 
land yard of Judson Pacific-Mur- 
phy Corp. to the Richmond end 
of the proposed San Rafael-Rich- 
mond Bridge. 
Yesterday, Juet three years and 
nine days later, the counties of 
Marin and Contra Costa were link­ 
ed with steel, although not even 
one deck of the bridge will be 
ready for use for months yet. 
But it culminates dreams of 
builders dating back a score or 
more years. And it writes cue of 
the final chapters in a hectic his­ 
tory of a bridge characterized as 
holding “the record for monkey- 
shines’’ of any bridge in the world. 
Date when talk first began on 
bridging between Marin and Con­ 
tra Costa Counties can only be 
conjecture. But it was certainly 
before 1925. 
On Sept. 26 that year, the Marin 
County Review, a San Rafael 
weekly publication, had a page 
one headline proclaiming, “The 
McNEAR BRIDGE to RICHMOND 
Is America’s Greatest and Most 
Beneficial Development!" The 
story started: 
“OÍ all proposed development 


that stands out as beneficial to 
mankind, never has the equal of 
the proposed McNear Point-to- 
R i c h m o n d Sweetwater Dam- 
Bridge-Highway been prese ited for 
the convenience, economy and bet­ 
terment of humanity . . . " 
In 1928, T. A. Tomasini, then a 
resident of Marin, obtained a fran­ 
chise for the construction of a 
Y-shaped barrier-bridge which 
would carry a highway from Marin 
to both Richmond and Alameda 
County. And there were many 
others. 
It was this continued association 
of a highway crossing with a bar­ 
rier, rather than a bridge, which 
almost proved the undoing of the 
San Rafael-Richmond span. 
FI NDS FOR STUDY 
By 1949 it was evident to resi­ 
dents of Marin and Richmond that 
something would have to be done 
about a bridge in order to elimin­ 
ate the antiquated and ineffective 
ferries which bottlenecked traffic. 
So that year Marin supervisors 
and Richmond’s city council each 
voted $1,000 for a preliminary feas­ 
ibility study of a bridge crossing. 
With an affirmative report, the 
city and the county went to the 


state Legislature and convinced the 
solons that $200,000 should be loan­ 
ed by the state to make prelimin­ 
ary engineering studies. 
This preliminary report was 
ready by January, 1951. With it 
as a basis, the Legislature that 
year appropriated another $750,000 
to complete engineering studies, 
plans and specifications. 
Now, however, with actual con­ 
struction coming closer and closer, 
the barrier advocates mgde them­ 
selves heard. They battled in 
supervisors meetings throughout 
the North Bay area, in private 
meetings, and before public bodies. 
They refused to believe that cost 
of a highway on a barrier approxi­ 
mately equals cost of building a 
bridge. Finally, as bids were open­ 
ed for the bridge’s construction on 
Dec. 22, 1952, they went to oourt. 
THREE SUITS FILED 
Then opened a remarkable bit 
of legal and legislative maneuver­ 
ing. While bridge opponents shout­ 
ed through the chambers of the 
Capitol in Sacranfcnto, three dif­ 
ferent law suits were filed, two in 
superior courts, one in the Federal 
District Court in San Francisco. 
The two superior court suits were 
thrown out, appealed to the state 
Supreme Court and again reject­ 
ed. Here’s how the situation stood 
on February 26, 1953: 
Ben C. Gerwick, Inc., and Peter 
Kiewit Sons Co., San Francisco, 
had entered a low bid of $14,234,550 
for construction of the bridge’s 
foundation structures. Judson Pa- 
cific-Murphy Corp., Oakland, Peter 
Kiewit Sons and A. Soda & Son 
of Emeryville, were low bidder at 
$21,099,319 for the bridge’s super­ 
structure. 
However, the California Toll 
Bridge Authority had not been able 
to enter into contracts with the 
two successful bidders. The suits, 
filed by barrier advocates, held up 
issuance of 62 million dollars in 
revenue bonds to pay the costs of 
construction. 
FIGHT FOR DELAYS 
Meanwhile, in the legislative

halls, the barrier boys, led by As­ 
semblyman Richard H. Dolwig of 
San Mateo, were fighting for more 
delays. For three hours bitter words 
flew across the floor of the As­ 
sembly; 26 motions were made, 
amended, substituted for, or with­ 
drawn. There were six roll call 
votes. And when the smoke died 
down, the Assembly had voted 47 
to 14 to ask the Toll Bridge Au­ 
thority to take no further action 
on construction of the bridge. 
Marin Assemblyman Richard H. 
McCollister had battled his seat- 
mate Dolwig and been one of the 
14 minority voters. Marin Sen. Jack 
McCarthy, who was following the 
battle closely, had rushed to the 
Legislative Counsel for a legal 
opinion. The opinion was that the 
motion as passed by the Assembly 
had “no legal effect" on the 
bridge's construction. 
But even so, the barrier advo­ 
cates had lost. As the debate went 
on, the last of the legal suits had 
been thrown out of court. Within 
half an hour, the Toll Bridge Au­ 
thority headed by Gov. Earl War­ 
ren, had been notified; it had sold 
the 62 million dollars in bonds, and 
signed the contracts with the two 
low bidders for the bridge’s con­ 
struction. 
‘CAN’T UNRING BELL’ 
As one legislator put It, “You 
can’t unring a bell.” 
The first stage of construction 
called for completion of the top 
deck of the bridge into a highway 
having two 18-foot wide lan^s. 
Ultimately the second deck would 
be built for an additional 10 mil­ 
lion dollars at which time the top 
deck would carry Marin-bound 
vehicles on three 12-foot lanes, 
and the lower deck carry Rich­ 
mond-bound traffic In a similar 
area.However, due to savings in the 
original contracts and to expected 
savings of construction by doing 
the Job all at one time, It was de­ 
cided last year to go ahead with 
the second deck now. 
Thus by Oct. 1, probably some 
time In September, the first deck 
of the S an Rafael-Richmond 
Bridge will be opened to traffic. 
Within a year, and probably well 
before, the second deck, too, will 
be opened and operating. 


ASSEMBLY ERASES ALL RECORD 
OF ROSE BOV/L PACT RESOLUTION 
SACRAMENTO (JP)—The Assembly yesterday pulled a quick 
reverse on a resolution urging the Pacific Coast Conference to 
quit its Rose Bowl football pact with the Big Ten Conference. 
The lower House voted unanimously to expunge its records 
showing introduction of the resolution by a Los Angeles 
assemblyman. 
Assemblyman Richard McCollister (R-Sleepy Ho\low), 
majority leader, asked all printed copies be recalled and de- 
stroyea and the record of introduction erased. 
McCollister said some of the 10 co-authors asked the step 
be taken. The report was that some had heard complaints from 
constituents.

Pair Found Guilty In 


Unusual Drunk Trial 


Grocery Firm Aide 


Announces Retirement 
Bringing to a close a career 
which spans nearly four decades 
in the grocery Industry, William 
W. Halford, secretary - manager, 
San Francisco Grocery Co., Ltd., 
wholesale grocers, has announced 


his retirement, effective April 30. 
He will be succeeded by Robert W. 
Hadeler, assistant manager of the 
firm for the past few years. 
In his new position Hadeler will 
be in full charge of managing the 
company which has numerous gro­ 
cery accounts in Marin, Santa 
Clara, Alameda, Contra Costa, So­ 
lano and Sonoma counties. 


Two Santa Rosa sheet metal 
workers, accused of being drunk in 
and about a car, demanded a jury 
and acted as their own attorneys 
in an unusual trial in Marin Muni­ 
cipal Court Tuesday. 
But Michael P. Rubohovich and 
Kenneth John Ross lost their legal 
fight, in addition to spending five 
days in jail while awaiting the 
trial. 
Because they demanded a jury, 
their $50 bail had to be raised to 
$250 to insure jury fees. Bail 
bondsman Jim Stragnola said the 
men could probably have got out 
in one day, but because the bail 
was increased they spent five days 
in jail before he could secure their 
release. 
The Jury then found both men 
guilty of drunkenness. 
Judge Richard M. Sims fined 
Rubonovich $100 and Ross $25, put­ 
ting them on six months summary 
probation. This was also the first 
jury trial prosecuted by recently 
appointed 
Deputy 
Dist. 
Atty. 
Robert Smallman. 
What made the trial i\nusual 
was that rarely does a defendant 
charged with prain drunkenness 
(not runk driving) demand a jury. 
And it is rarer yet when he pro­ 
ceeds with a Jury trial, acting as 
his own attorney. 


The first 12 Jurors were seated, 
none being challenged by either 
side. 
Judge Sims helped the defend­ 
ants on legal matters, explaining 
their rights at each step In the 
proceedings. 
Rubonovich 
cross- 
examined sheriff’s deputies. 
Then both defendants denied 
that they drank any liquor on Jan. 
20 when- they were found In a car 
alongside Highway 101 between 
Greenbrae and Corte Madera. 
A bus driver had complained to 
sheriff’s deputies that the car had 
been seen weaving along the high­ 
way all the way from Sonoma 
County through San Rafael. 
A group of eighth graders from 
Reed School packed the courtroom 
to observe a portion of the trial.

Caldwell was questioned after

Cal Approves 
Squaw Valley 
Olympic Fund 


S A C R A M E N T O (A^-Squaw 
Valley's chances ofTceeping the 
1960 wniter Olympics bright­ 
ened considerably today with 
initial legislative approval of a 4 
million dollar appropriation to 
stage the big winter show. 
The Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee okayed the Squaw Val­ 
ley money yesterday but slapped 
on conditions that could lead to a 
permanent winter park at the 
Sierra resort, about 200 miles East 
of San Francisco. 
The 4 million to come from state 
park funds was approved with 
these strings: 
1. That* all the facilities built 
by the state be turned over after 
the 11-day event to the state 
division of beaches and parks. 
Presumably it will be up to the 
park commission and the divi­ 
sion to decide whether to operate 
the facilities—lifts, ice stadium, 
ski jump. etc.—as a park, lease 
them to concessionaries or sell 
them. 
2. Use the revenues from admis ­ 
sions, concessions, sale of televi­ 
sion, movie and radio rights to 
repay the park fund. The 1955 
Legislature voted one million dol­ 
lars for the Olympics. 
3. Make certain that none of 
the facilities are put on private 
land. Engineering consultants have 
planned the 5 million dollar Olym­ 
pic layout on 60 acres of federal 
land. 
The 4 million, part of Gov. 
Knight’s budget, must be approved 
by the Legislature by April 3 to 
keep the games from being trans­ 
ferred to Innsbruck, Austria. The 
International Olympic Committee 
Issued that edict. 
Assemblyman Thomas W. Calde- 
cotton (R-Berkeley), Ways and 
Means chairman, explained that 
turning the facilities over to 
beaches and parks places the state 
in a better position to get a maxi­ 
mum return out of its investment. 
Selling the facilities immediately, 
he said, could result in a much 
smaller return than perhaps wait 
ing a year or two. 
The committee rejected a pro­ 
posal by A. Alan Post to require 
the state to obtain agreements to 
buy the individual facilities before 
any construction Is started. 
Sen. Harold T. Johnson (D- 
Roseville), contended that desig­ 
nating the area a park before the 
games are held might Jeopardize 
the issue when it comes before the 
Assembly and Senate. 
Assemblyman Bruce F. Allen (R- 
San Jose) originally had asked that 
the property become a state park 
but he agreed to turning the facil 
itles over to the beaches and parks 
division. 


Senators Groom 
Olson For Starting 
Marin Star 
Berth 


ORLANDO, Fla. 
(U.R) 
The 
friendly left field wall at Boston’s 
Fenway Park has been credited 
with “making” many a slugger but 
to outfielder Karl Olson of Fair­ 
fax “it was a poison that almost 
ruined me.” 
For that reason, the 25-year-old 
205-pounder believes the deal that 
sent him from the Red Sox to the 
Washington Senators during the 
winter “was the best break I ever 
got.” Olson was one of five play­ 
ers traded to the Senators in ex­ 
change for first baseman Mickey 
Vernon, outfielder Tom Umphlett 
and pitchers Bob Porterfield and 
Johnny Schmitz. 


“All my troubles started when I 
came out of the Army and tried 
to take advantage of that wall in 
Boston,” Olson recalled. “Maybe 
it helped some other players but 
it was poison to me. 
“I used to stand with my feet 
on an even line, spread apart 
naturally,” he continued. 
“But 
when I opened my stance to try 
to take advantage of that wall, I 
couldn’t touch pitches on the out­ 
side corner and It just about 
ruined me. I kept trying to hit 
pop flies over that left field wall 
but all my pop flies were coming 
down in the shortstop’s glove.” 


Manager Charley Dressen, who 
is letting Olson gradually readjust 
his stance in order to spray line 
drives into the broad outfield of 
Washington’s Griffith Stadium 
this year, disregards the fact tttbt 
the big fellow hit only .250 last 
season and has a lifetime mark of 
only .231. 
“He’s a big powerful fellow with 
natural coordination,” Dressen ex­ 
plained. “I know he used to be 
a good hitter so there’s no reason 
why he couldn’t be again. He can 
run and he can throw. He has a 
good batting stroke, too, but the 
trouble has been with his stance. 


“I told him to go back to hie 
old stance,” Dressen went on. ”1 
want him to feel comfortable. You 
can’t tinker with a man’s batting 
style.” 
Dressen added that being with 
the Senators “has made Karl much 
more serene.

SEATO Accuses Russia 


Of Promoting Tension 


KARACHI, Pakistan (TP)—SEATO 
ministers accused Soviet leaders 
tonight of attempting, through re­ 
cent statements and other activi­ 
ties, to “increase tension and pro­ 
mote division among Asian com­ 
munities.” 
Other free nations also are tar­ 
gets of the Russian campaign, the 
ministerial council of the South­ 
east Asia Treaty Organization de­ 
clared in a communique issued at 
the windup of a three-day meet­ 
ing. 
The six-page communique said 
the Soviet attem pt is being carried 
on through “statements and inter­ 
ventions.” 
NO LEADERS NAMED 
No leaders were named, but the 
phrase obviously was intended to 
encompass the recent visit by 
Communist Party Bose Nikita S 
Khrushchev and Premier Nikolai 
Bulganin to India, Burma and 
Afghanistan, which stirred up sev­ 
eral simmering controversies. 


The communist said aU eight 
SEATO members recognize that 
the sovereignty of Pakistan extends 
to the Afghanistan border, includ 
lng the Pushtoonistan area that 
Afghanistan wants converted into 
a separate tribal state. 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles said in a public 
statement that those who study 
the record of the meeting “will 
find that much was accomplished.” 


CITES U.S. FORCE 
Dulles told his fellow foreign 
ministers at a closed session of 
the Southeast Asia Treaty Organi­ 
zation parley that the United 
States is keeping the same force 
available for the area that he dis­ 
closed a year ago at the Bangkok 
SEATO meeting. 


But “there has been considerable 
Improvement in terms of moderni­ 
zation,” he added. 


Dulles stated at the SEATO 
Council meeting last year that the 
total strength of the United States 
In Southeast Asia plus the total 
immediately available for Instant 
use was equal to if not greater 


than the peak American strength 
reached in the Pacific during 
World War II. 


The military discussion came 
during the closing day of three- 
day SEATO Council attended by 
the foreign ministers of the United 
States. 
Australia, 
France, 
New 
Zealand, 
Pakistan, 
Philippines. 
Thailand and Britain. Delegates 
revealed little of what transpired 
since their talk was based on a 
highly secret report from their 
military advisers. 


Dulles said he agreed with other 
delegates that each SEATO coun­ 
try should have a force of its own. 
But he added the major concept 
on which “we are acting” is the 
deterrent effect of the striking 
power available to any SEATO 
member in event of aggression 


The meeting also heard propos 
als for greater coordination be­ 
tween the military and economic 
wings of SEATO. 


Firm 


Mid-East Policy 


LONDON (TP)—Britain’s govern­ 
ment stood firm today on a Middle 
East policy pinned to the Western 
Big Three pledge to block any 
change in Israeli-Arab boundaries 
by force. 
Closing a turbulent House of 
Commons debate last night, Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden declared 
his government and the United 
States are working closely together 
to keep peace in Palestine. 
He ominously warned that Brit­ 
ain, the United States and France 
had undertaken an obligation in 
their 1950 pledge that is “more 
serious than perhaps many British 
people realize.” 
The 1950 pact promises that the 
Big Three w iir act against any 
aggression by either the Arabs or 
Israel. 
Eden also turned aside Laborite 
demands that Britain ship Israel 
arms to match those Communist 
Czechoslovakia is supplying Egypt. 
He said Israel should find the 
three-power 1950 declaration “in­ 
finitely more valuable than an 
agreement to be allowed to buy a 
certain number more tanks and 
airplanes, and infinitely better in 
the cause of peace than an arms 
race.” 
Sources in Washington said the 
three Western allies may soon ask* 
the U.N. Security Council to take 
urgent action to prevent war in the 
Middle East. Should a Russian veto 
block the move, the Big Three 
would feel free to act outside the 
tarjf. 
The House of Commons divided 
along party lines to give Eden’s 
government a 312-252 vote of con­ 
fidence. The ballot came after the 
prime minister, in a free-swinging 
speech, also accused Egypt of try­ 
ing to disrupt Britain’s relations 
with Jordan through inflammatory 
radio broadcasts. 
Jordan touched off consternation 
and resentment in Britain last 
week when it fired Lt. Gen. John 
Bagot Glubb, veteran British com­ 
mander of its Arab Legion. 
In his first statement since his 
dismissal, 
Glubb 
said 
he 
had 
warned Jordan’s King Hussein re­ 
peatedly that “Israel undoubtedly 
is stronger numerically than Jor­ 
dan, which is common knowledge.” 
The Jordan government took a 
more conciliatory tone. It urged 
Britain to reconsider her decision 
to recall 15 other senior officers 
holding executive commands in the 
Legion. British circles interpreted 
this to mean Jordan was not eager 
to rush into a miíitary alliance 
with Egypt.

Protestant Churches 


Fleeing Downtown Areas 
By LOUIS CASSEL8 
WASHINGTON (U.»— American 
Protestants, who spend mor* than 
100 million dollars a year to send 
missionaries to the far corners 
of the earth, have discovered a 
new and sorely neglected mission 
field, right here at horn*. 
It Is the downtown areas of 
America’s big cities. 
According to the National Coun­ 
cil of Churches, Protestantism has 
all but abandoned the slum-ridden 
central sections of the cities In a 
headlong flight to the plush and 
prosperous suburbs. 
'ALARMING RATS’ 
No over-all figures ar* available, 
a council spokesman said, but 
checks show that "Protestant 
churches are disappearing from 
Inner city areas at an alarming 
rate.” A survey In one unidentified 
“typical’* city showed there are less 
than one-third as many Protestant 
churches today as there were a 
half-century ago. 
The trend cannot be explained 
on the basis of dwindling down- 
Xn population. Despite the much 
licized “movement to the sub­ 
urbs,” census figures show that 
the U.S. urban population has ac­ 
tually grown by some six million 
persons in the past decade. 
Moreover, there has been no 
comparable disappearance of Ro­ 
man Catholic churches from inner 
city areas. 
A spokesman for the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference said 
a comparati%ly few Catholic city 
parishes have been crowded out of 
existence by commercial or Indus 
trial redevelopment that left them 
with no residential neighborhoods 
to serve. 
But, he said, It has been Catho­ 
lic policy to keep city parishes 
functioning "as long as there are 
•ny people to come to mass or 


and children to come to school.” 
Protestant leaders privately ac­ 
knowledge the superiority of the 
Catholic record in ministering to 
inner city and slum area residents. 
Indeed, one of the reasons for cur­ 
rent Protestant concern Is the 
realization that millions of peo­ 
ple, who moved to cities from rural 
areas where Protestant traditions 
prevail, now find themselves faced 
with the alternatives of going to 
a Catholic neighborhood church, 
or no church at all. 
TWO MAIN REASONS 
Why have Protestant churches 
so largely deserted a field in which 
they have millions of actual or 
potential members to serve? 
A recent study by the Home Mis­ 
sion Division of the National Coun­ 
cil of Churches pointed to two 
main reasons: 
1, Many churches have fled from 
“changing” downtown neighbor­ 
hoods to all-white suburbs to avoid 
the issue of racial Integration. 
Council officials hope this “run­ 
away” trend is now gradually be­ 
ing reversed. 
They report that a small but 
growing number of city churches 
are choosing to stand fast and 
serve their mixed communities on 
a “color blind” basis 
2. American Protestantism has 
a long history of attachment to 
“traditional middle-class values." 
It has not easily learned to roll 
up its sleeves and tackle the grub­ 
by problems of poverty, Juvenile 
delinquency, drug addiction, moral 
and physical squalor that often 
characterize life in the big city 
slums. 
If there is a bright spot in this 
picture, It is the fact that Protest­ 
ant leaders have developed a sharp 
pain in the conscience and are now 
trying to start a "back to the 
cities” movement.

Apartment In Larkspur Is 
Journey's End For Family 


By BILL WHITE 
William Schneider, his wife and 
two sons moved into a completely 
furnished and stocked apartment 
In Larkspur a few days ago. 
Significant about this is that 
for more years than he cares to 
remember, Sthneider and his fam­ 
ily have been “pushed from pillar 
to post” in poverty in western Eu­ 
rope. 
Much of his 39 years has been 
•pent as prisoner of war, war refu­ 
gee, or as a soldier pressed into 
the service of “Der Führer." 
Schneider and his family were 
led into this free and peaceful ex­ 
istence by the Lutheran Refugee 
Service of New York. They were 
brought to Marin by the congrega­ 
tion of Marin Lutheran Church of 
Corte Madera. 
The Schneiders r e g i s t e r e d 
speechless g r a t i t u d e on being 
•hown into their new home. 
A few days later, Schneider spoke 
his feelings through an interpre­ 
ter, for neither he nor any of his 
family speaks English. 
“If I could only find the words 
and express what is in our hearts 
and give thanks for all that these 
good people have done for us— 
we can only hope that by1* our fu 
ture deeds we can show them that 
they have not trusted us in vain,” 
he said. 
FROM GERMANY TOO 
This expression of gratitude was 
translated into English by Mrs 
Emmy Muller of Corte Madera, 
herself a German emigrant more 


than 40 years ago. 
For the past year, Schneider and 
his wife, Ludmilla, 30, lived in 
West Germany in expectation of 
coming to the United States. For 
seven years before that, they kept 
this hope alive in their hearts. 
Finally their names came up on 
the list obtained by the Lutheran 
Refugee Service which paid their 
ship fare to New York, and their 
train fare to the West Coast. 
Marin Lutheran Church agreed 
to accept the Schneiders as its re­ 
sponsibility, find them a home, 
furnish it, even to the extent of 
cabinets and refrigerator overflow­ 
ing with food. Space in a neigh­ 
bor’s home freezer holds a month’s 
supply of meat. Closets and draw­ 
ers were filled with linens, towels, 
blankets. Even the bathroom was 
stocked with soap and first aid 
supplies 
“And,” said the pastor of Marin 
Lutheran Church, Rev. George O. 
Loftness, “We expect to apply for 
another family of refugees under 
this program which we understand 
expires in a few weeks.” 
SEVERE LIFE 
Life for Schneider has been a 
severe test, according to Rev. Loft 
ness. 
He was bom in a German colony 
in Rumania, and was therefore, 
a citizen of Rumania. He was 
barely in his teens when Hitler’s 
war machine rolled in and oc­ 
cupied what was left after Rus­ 
sia and Hungary had nibbled away 
at border provinces. Nevertheless 


in a few short years he was pressed 
unwillingly into the military serv­ 
ice of Germany. 
His father had been a youth 
worker in Rumania and was also 
pressed into service for the Ger­ 
man government. He was forced 
to indoctrinate Rumanian youth 
into the ways of Fascism. “Appar­ 
ently it was that or the ‘salt 
mines,’ ” commented Rev. Loftness. 


Schneider related that his fath­ 
er “died of a broken heart because 
of those years,” Rev. Loftness add­ 
ed. 


Tide of the war turned, Sch­ 
neider was captured, then released 
a few years later. Both he and his 
wife, a native of East Germany, 
were displaced persons. She, of 
course, had no desine to return to 
Communist-ruled East Germany, 
nor he to Communist-ruled Ru­ 
mania. But he was not a citizen 
of Germany. There was no hfcme 


to which either could return. 
EIGHT-YEAR DREAM 
So in 1948, they looked to Amer­ 
ica. Their dream of eight years 
was realized Just a few days ago 
at the apartment in Larkspur. 
A carpenter, Schneider is now 
employed by a Dutch gardener in 
San Anselmo who can instruct him 
in his native language. His craft 
of carpentry must wait until he 
learns English. 
And this is being attended to 
Schneider and his wife are en­ 
rolling in adult English classes at 
College of Marin. 
For their son, William Jr., 9, the 
prospect of learning the language 
will probably be a little easier. He 
has been enrolled in the third 
grade at Larkspur-Corte Madera 
School. 
“Although the church is morally 
responsible for the Schneiders, we 
had to have a sponsor to sign for 
them. That was done by a mem­ 
ber of the congregation, Wilhelm 
Qvistgaard of Mill Valley," said 
Rev. Loftness. 
And while the Schneiders are 
happily ensconced in the most se­ 
cure home of their young lives 
“The congregation will probably 
decide next Sunday on sponsoring 
another 
family,” Rev. 
Loftness 
said.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Does I - J Mold Opinion 
— Or Just Reflect It? 
Why do newspapers alway "play up” stor­ 
ies about the "bad” things our young people 
do, but never say anything about the '‘good" 
achievements of our youth? 
That question, of course, is based on the 
false premise that newspapers overempha­ 
size evil actions while ignoring the worth­ 
while activities of juveniles. 
It is possible that some newspapers may do 
that, but it isn’t true of all. Above all, it 
isn't true, we do not believe, of the news­ 
paper we are most immediately concerned 
with. The I-J. 
We had occasion to be reminded of all 
this when an attorney for a young man in 
trouble with the law asked that the case be 
transferred to a court outside Marin County 
on the grounds that the young man could 
not possibly get a fair trial before a Marin 
jury. The attorney maintained, among other 
things, that the Independent-Journal had so 
aroused public antagonism toward "juvenile 
delinquents” that residents of Marin would 
be prejudiced against any young people 
whose actions got them into court. 
As we see it, that's hogwash. 
If people get riled up it is not because 
of what the newspaper did, it’s because 
of what the object of the ire did to 
arouse public animosity. 
Let us take an example. 
Some young punks are picked up for beat­ 
ing up people without provocation and for 
damaging the property of others without 
provocation. 
. 
One of these young punks is a surly fellow 
who fairly snarls at the authorities that he’s 
not worried because he knows he will get 
off with only week ends in jail. 
This is reported in the paper. There is 
some public indignation. 
Is the newspaper responsible? 
We think not, we think the young punk’s 
actions and words are responsible. 
As a ^ratter of fact, the Independent-

Journal editorially expresses pity for the 
young man whose up-bringing apparently 
deprived him of any appreciation of life’s 
better aspects. 
Does this make it difficult for the district 
attorney to secure a conviction? Are the 
jurors prejudiced in favor of this poor un­ 
fortunate lad who is the product only of his 
environment? 
Again we think not. We think the young 
man’s actions were the deciding factor in 
motivating public reaction, if any, not what 
the newspaper did or said. 
Now let us take another example for com­ 
parison: 
A pretty 17-year old high school girl wins 
a state-wide title, "Homemaker of Tomor­ 
row.” 
As related in this space yesterday, this 
young lady has registered some most remark­ 
able achievements. 
Her story in the paper occupied approxi­ 
mately the same space in the paper as did 
the episode involving the young punks al­ 
ready described. 
In fact, it even occupied approximately 
the same relative position on the front page. 
That there was a great difference in public 
reaction to the two stories cannot be dis­ 
puted. Many people were aroused by the 
brazenness of the young punks. Few if any 
were aroused by the notable achievement of 
the young lady. 
One event just had considerably more 
impact on the reading public than did 
the other. 
Because of this difference in impact— 
which is not something the newspaper has 
anything to do with — readers remember 
the crime, scandal and horror while forget­ 
ting the "good” things reported. 
So it is that the newspaper wrongly gets 
blamed for overemphasizing "bad” news 
about young people and ignoring their 
"good” accomplishmenft. 
It’s just human nature*at work. 


Chemistry Tycoon Defied His Dad 
When He Rejected Doctor's Life 


NEW YORK (/P) — It is never 
pleasant for either party when a 
boy defies his father in picking 
out his life’s career. 
It was particularly difficult for 
Alfred R. Globus, who at 35 has 
become one of the youngest ty­ 
coons in American chemistry. 
HE DEEPLY admired his fa* 
ther, who had come to this coun­ 
try alone at 16 and had sweated 
night and day to put himself 
through medical school. But 
young Globus was more interest­ 
ed in puttering with chemicals 
than learning medicine. 
When his home chemistry set 
once blew some plaster off the 
family celling, the father told 
the youth: 
“You come from a line of doc­ 
tors. I am a doctor. You must 
be a doctor, too.” 
“I want to be a chemist,” the 
boy replied. 
. “Why?” argued the father. 
“How can you discover something 
the professors of chemistry have 
not already discovered?” 
ANGERED AT HIS son’s per­ 
sistence, the elder Globus cut off 
his pocket allowance. Alfred then 
started spending $2 of his $2.50 
weekly school lunch money for 
the chemicals to continue his ex­ 


periments. 
While still a minor in college, 
Alfred came home with some 
papers for his parent to sign as 
legal guardian. The papers had 
been drawn up by a Philadelphia 
firm which wanted to pay him 
$75 weekly royalties for a new 
process he had developed for re­ 
covery of pure ifon by electroly­ 
sis. The same firm, immediately 
after graduation, hired him as a 
consultant. 
"My father never . raised an­ 
other objection,” Alfred recalled, 
smiling. 
DURING THE WAR, when 
aluminum and tungsten were in 
short supply, Globus worked up 
new techniques for extracting 
these vitally needed metals, tech­ 
niques that became commercial­ 
ly impractical when peace came, 
“I wound up with a loss,” hs 
admitted ruefully. 
But he has since more than 
made up the loss. Holder of a 
number of valuable patents, 
sought after al a consultant, 
Globus also has made his mark 
as a businessman. 
HE HEADS TWO firms. One 
is the world's largest producer 
of powdered titanium, a light­

Fire 
fighting equipment would not be 
able to get in and an ambulance 
might even have some difficulty.

pactin, a powerful germicide, de­ 
rived from chloride, which he 
perfected after hundreds of ex­ 
periments and years of research. 
The chemical, which he feels 
ultimately will prove more bene­ 
ficial than any known antibiotic, 
is used for many purposes. They 
range from treatment of bladder 
Infections and athlete’s foot to 
sterilization of surgical instru­ 
ments and deodorization of dogs 
and cats. 
CLORACTIN IS also being 
tested as a food preservative and 
as a fungicide to treat diseases of 
agricultural plants. 
"Antibiotics attack only cer­ 
tain groups of germs,” Globus 
explained, “and they often have 
harmful side effects. Clorpactin 
is effective against all forms of 
microorganism — bacteria, fungi, 
viruses and spores. And they 
can’t build up an immunity to 
it.”Globus said he recently turned 
down a two million dollar bid 
from a major chemical firm for 
exclusive rights to clorpactin, 
and added thoughtfully: 
“I JUST WONDER what I’d do 
with such a sum of money. I 
don’t need it. When you have 
put as much of your life into a 
thing as I have in this, you hate 
to turn it over to someone who 
may regard it only as another 
commercial venture.” 
What Globus really yearned to 
prove was that, as a chemist, he 
could do more for mankind than 
he could have if he had become 
a doctor. But he can’t prove it 
to the man he’d most like to. 
His father is no longer living. 


91 Communicable 
Disease Cases 
Communicable diseases reached 
a total of 91 cases during the past 
week in Marin. 
Dr. Carolyn B. Albrecht, Marin 
health officer, noted that 78 cases 
of measles topped the number of 
communicable diseases reported to 
her.

It took 
this action at a moment when: 
1. The Deep South is twisting 
and turning in search of devices 
for preserving segregation in the 
lower public schools,

against the efforts of Autherine 
Lucy, a Negro, to get into the 
University of Alabama. 
The court didn’t mention the 
University of Alabama Monday. 
It was ruling on the case of three 
Negroes who want an education 
at the University of North Caro­ 
lina. But the ruling applies to 
all Southern colleges and uni­ 
versities dependent on public fi­ 
nancing. 
THIS DOESN’T mean that 
those Southern states insistent 
upon preserving segregation in 
schools will now throw open the 
doors of their tax-supported col­ 
leges and universities to Negroes. 
They probably won’t do It any 
more quickly than they’ve done 
It with their lower public schools. 
Different schools and different 
states will probably follow this 
course in one form or another: 
A Negro, denied admittance, 
will appeal to a lower federal 
court judge who, In keeping with 
Monday’s action of the high 
court, can only order the college 
or university to admit the Negro. 
Then the school will try to go 
over the lower court Judge's head 
with an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. The decision there is a 
foregone conclusion. And the ac­ 
tion will no doubt be fast, 
THE COURT IN the future 
won’t have to take time for 
reaching a decision on the prob­ 
lem of segregation in public 
schools. It's been through all 
that.Monday's ruling was the result 
of this: A special three-Judge 
federal court In Greensboro, N.C., 
ordered three Negro?s admitted 
to the University of North Caro­ 
lina. They were acting under the 
May 17, 1954, ruling. 
The university appealed to the 
Supreme Court. That court sim­ 
ply said the lower court was 
right—the Negroes had to be ad­ 
mitted. Actually, the university 
already had admitted them, 
pending the outcome of its court 
fight. 
Eight Southern states—Arkan­ 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas, Virginia, 
Kentucky, North Carolina, Ten­ 
nessee and Louisiana—have ac­ 
cepted Negroes, ranging from a 
handful to hundreds, in both 
graduate and undergraduate 
schools. 
The schools did this 
either voluntarily or under court 
order.

Contrary To Ike's 
GOP 
Won't Deliberate On Nomination 
WASHINGTON—In the wake 
of President Elsenhower’s “I’m- 
willing-iPyou-are” decision, two 
significant developments come 
instantly into focus. 
One is that the President’s 
wish that the Republican party 
come to its own decision—wheth­ 
er to re-nominate him— pains­ 
takingly and deliberately Is out. 
It Is just wishful. It never had a 
chance. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower is al­ 
ready, today, now the 1956 Re­ 
publican presidential nominee. 
Tt’a all over. The decision of the 
Republican leaders Is made. It 
was instantaneous, one second 
after the press conference, and 
It was by acclamation. 
This means that the August 
convention in San Francisco will 
be simply a ratification. True, 
the President would like his par­ 
ty not to jell its action on his 
nomination irrevocably, not to 
foreclose It absolutely. 
BUT THAT WAS wishful, real­ 
ly; a very genuine and sincere 
wish. It was never In the realm 
of political reality that It could 
be realized. 
After having weighed the mat­ 
ter pro and con for several weeks, 
if not several months, before de­ 
ciding that he was wflling, Mr. 
Elsenhower’s theory was that the 
Republican party might want to 
weigh the matter several weeks, 
or several months, before decid­ 
ing that it was ready to take the 
risk.The fact is that the Republi­ 
can leaders had made up their 
mind long before the President. 
After Mr. Elsenhower said “I’m 
willing,” they had nothing fur­ 
ther to decide. 
Let’s be frank. The Republi­ 
cans want Mr. Eisenhower to run 
both for what they are convinced 
he can do for the country and 
for what they are convinced he 
can do for them. 
What he can do for them, they 
are absolutely sure, is to win. 
They have little doubt that an 
Eisenhower candidacy is essen­ 
tial to a Republican victory. 
What another four years of the 
Eisenhower administration may 
also do is to Insure the long-term 
re-maklng of the Republican party 
in the image of Eisenhower poli­ 
cies and purposes and to enable 
the Republican party to carry 
on—as a progressive majority 
party—where Theodore Roose­ 
velt prematurely left off in 1908. 


THE SECOND development 
which was quick to crystallize 
once the word came from the 
White House is the speed with 
which the Democratic National 
Committee leaped on the state of 
the President’s health as the top, 
middle, bottom and central issue 
of the campaign. 
It Is immediately clear that 
many, if not most, of the Demo­ 
cratic campaigners, led by Na­ 
tional Chairman Paul Butler, In­ 
tend to hammer at the health is­ 
sue from now to November.

MR. EISENHOWER has won 
from the public large credibility 
for his statements about his 
health. He has held nothing 
back. He has concluded that he 
can serve actively for another 
four years, without extraordinary 
risk, or he wouldn’t accept re­ 
nomination. He is certainly free­ 
ing himself from some of his 
lesser administrative responsibil­ 
ities and by saving most of his 
weekends and restricting social 
activities, will conserve himself 
for the largest duties of th® 
presidency. 
By discussing the health issue 
candidly, the President is in a 
position to counter over-partisan 
Democratic assertions. I am 
convinced that Mr. Eisenhower 
would not run if he expected to 
be a part-time President or a 
little-working chairman of th® 
Cabinet. That is not his estimate 
of his strength and stamina. 
But there’s every reason why 
the issue should be openly and 
honestly debated because in 
many ways Mr. Eisenhower has

Costs On The Rise Again 


In A Number Of Fields

NEW YORK (¿>>—Costs are on 
the rise again in a number of 
business fields. Further hikes are 
shaping up by 'Summer. 
Shippers will pay about 400 
million dollars more a year to 
the railroads. The cost of sending 
iron ore, coal and limestone over 
the Great Lakes will rise an 
average of 6 per cent when these 
waterways thaw out. And the cost 
of sending goods over the high­ 
ways may rise if Congress goes 
ahead with plans to raise the 
tax on gasoline, diesel fuel and 
truck tires to pay for new high­ 
ways. 
THE PRICE OF things made of 
steel and copper has tended 
higher of late—due to excess rf 
demand over supply, as well as 
to labor costs. Steelworkers and 
miners are discussing new wage 
demands for summer. 
Some two million workers got 
a pay hike when the federal 
minimum wage rose to $1 an 
hour recently. 
Automatic wage increases for 
perhaps 2% million others are in 
the cards this year under exist­ 
ing union-management contracts. 
The Textile Workers Union is 
out to thaw a five-year wage 
freeze for employees in New Eng­ 
land mills. 
All these wage Increases add to 
the total of consumers’ spending 
money, to the joy of merchants. 
But they also add to the cost 
of doing business for many an­ 
other. When the cost can’t be ab-

merica has a new defense arm in a weird-looking contraption standing 
on three legs in water 50 feet deep, 110 miles off Cape Cod, Mass. 
It is the first Air Force "Texas tower" radar station, Manned by trained 
Air Force technicians, the tower extends our radar warning network 
100 miles offshore. 
The man-made island doesn’t offer much freedom of movement for 
the 150 officers and men assigned there. You can’t walk more than 200 
feet in any one direction of the 8000-ton triangular platform. Through 
its portholes, one can see the grey-blue Atlantic stretching to the horizon, 
calm at times, rough at others. When the big storms blow up, it’s almost 
complete isolation for the men aboard. It may be days before a relief 
ship gets through. 
Getting on and off the platform is a tricky stunt. Passengers are 
swung in a bucket from the platform deck 81 feet above the water. A 
110-foot crane directs the bucket onto or away from a ship. It misses 
sometimes when the sea is rough. The Air Force plans to use helicopters 
in the future. 
The tower, nicknamed after oil drilling rigs off the Texas coast, is a 
self-contained unit with rows of machinery, below decks. Aware that • 
life aboard the tower is no picnic, the Air Force has developed a rotation 
plan whereby every job has two men assigned. The men swap jobs with 
a 30-day interval between the tower and the shore radar base at Truro 
on Cape Cod.
